Survey Shows . 
Transfer Record 
Predicts Suecess 


4 survey of 651 freshmen 
students who entered Sacra- 
mento State Collece last fall 
seems to statistically verify 
the value of grades and ent- 
rance examination scores as 
indicators of college success. 

The year-long study showed 
a first-year college student 
with a high school record of 
30 or more A or B grades in 
all courses except military 
science and elementary edu- 
cation had an 85 per cent 
chance of earning at least a 
C average in the first semes- 
ter of college. 

A student with less than 14 
such recommending grades in 
high school had only a 40 per 
cent chance of attaining the 
C average. 

The survey, made by the 
SSC Office of Relations with 
Schools, also showed that SSC 
freshmen who scored in the
